Water Craft User Fee 


Owners of canoes who intend to use 
them on U.S. Coast Guard regulated 
waters may soon have to add $25 to 
the cost of their trip for a federal user 
fee, 
The recently passed Federal Budget 
includes a proposed user fee (a type of 
tax that does not require congressional 
| approval) on water craft, 16 foot or 
| longer, used on waters under U.S. 
| Coast Guard jurisdiction. The Coast 

Guard has been given the task of writ- 
| ing the final implementation rules. 

A $25 annual user fee has been sug- 
gested, but DNR Marine Safety Spe- 
cialist Sgt. Jim Martindale said noth- 
ing has been decided; noteven whether 
the user fee will include both motor- 
ized and hand propelled water craft or 
whether it will affect both private and 
commercial owners. 

Sgt. Martindale said it appears the 
user fee will target motorized water 
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craft, 16 foot or longer, and that stick- 
ers or stamps will be available at U.S. 
Post Offices. 

Sufficiently confused? Well, so is 
just about everyone else. Whether 
trying to discern the intent of the user 
fee, or comply with it, this newest 
form of federal revenue has taken 
everyone by surprise. 

Once the U.S. Coast Guard pub- 
lishes its proposed rules, Sgt. 
Martindale said there will be a 45 to 
90-day public comment period before 
the Coast Guard can publish its final 
rules and effective date. Sgt. 
Martindale said he did not think any 
user fees would take effect before May 
[. 

He said once the final rules are pub- 
lished, the Michigan DNR will publi- 
cize them, but said itis highly unlikely 
that the DNR will assist in the enforce- 
ment of the new rules.

The number of birth certificates reg- 
istered at the Crawford County Clerk’s 
office in 1990 is up by 86 (344 births) 
aver the previous year’s, 258, 

Carol Mason, of Mercy Hospital's 
Obstetrics Dept., said in 1990 they ex- 
pericneed the second highest number 
of births (339) since the record of 374 
births during the “baby boom” ycar of 


1947, 

The number of marriages decreased, 
112 in 1990 to 120 in 1989. Divorces 
were down, 48 in 1990 compared to 62 
in 1989. 


There were also ten fewer deaths in 
1990 with 192, In 1989 there were 202 
deaths recorded by the clerk’s office.

“The federal government would 
have to give us federal enforcement 
authority,” said Sgt. Martindale. “And 
I just don’t see them doing that.” 

It does not appear that the new user 
fee will affect any rivers or lakes in 
Crawford County, but DNR Conser- 
vation Officer Bruce Patrick said area 
residents still need to be aware of the 
new user fee in the event they take 
their water craft to Coast Guard regu- 
lated waters, 

In Michigan, U.S. Coast Guard regu- 
lated waters include the Great Lakes, 
Lake St. Clair, the St. Mary’s, 5t. 
Clair, and Detroit rivers, and the In- 
land Waterway. This begins at 
Crooked Lake in Emmet County and 
continues to Cheboygan and inciudes 
Burt and Mullet lakes, and the 
Crooked, Indian, and Cheboygan riv- 
ers. 

Gale Humes, owner of Penrod’s 
AuSable Canoe Trips, said each canoe 
athiscanoc livery is already subject to 
a $4.50 state tax every three years and 
an annual county tax of $2. 

He said he believes the authors of 


| the federal use fee, by setting the 16 


foot size, did not intend to include 
fishing craft, but unfortunately they 
overlooked the canoe that is often 16 
foot or longer.

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Leaky Flange Causes Problem 
At New Georgia-Pacific Plant

A leaky flange shut down the new 
Georgia-Pacific formaldehyde manu- 
facturing facility for one day on Janu- 
ary 2nd. 

Joe Newman, plant manager, said 
the plant followed safety procedures 
by shutting down and having workers 
leave the area because of a strong for- 
maldchyde odor caused by the leaky 
flange. 


Engineers on hand for the start-up 
of the new $10 million facility found 
the defective flange and made repairs. 
The plant was re-opened January 3rd. 


John Ozoga, an environmental en- 
gineer with the Department of Natural 
Resources Waste Management Divi- 
sion, along with Rick Myrick, of the 
DNR Environmental Response Divi- 
sion, investigated the plant January 
2nd following an anonymous com- 
plaint. Ozoga said they found no evi- 
dence of a formaldehyde spill outside 
the plant or inside on the plant fioor. 
The 10,000-square-foot facility is 
enclosed with no water from the 
manufacturing process discharged and 
hardly any air emissions. 

Rich Alexander, with the DNR Air 
Quality Division, said his division will

Bill Cleary, with the Michigan Oc- 
cupational Safety and Health Admini- 
stration in Lansing, said complaints 
from Georgia-Pacific workers about 
the January 2nd incident were filed 
with his office. Cleary said the com- 
plaints will be investigated by hisoffice 
and he said no more information is 
available at this time, 

The new formaidehyde manufac- 
turing facility is located adjacent to 
the Georgia-Pacific resin plant along 
Four Mile Road. Formaldehyde is 
used as an ingredient in resins, which 
are used as adhesives in gluing wood 
products such as hardboard, particle- 
board, and oriented strand board, and 
they're used in the manufacturing of 
products such as paper towels and 
tissues.

Date: Christmas, December 15, 1990

Myself, the date marks my fourth 
month in country, and Christmas day 
began the same as any day around 
here. The same on Labor Day, 
Halloween, Election Day, Veterans’ 
Day, Thanksgiving, and all those other 
holidays that for most of our lives we 
have taken for granted, but now with 
loved ones not home and being sent to 
an impending conflict we really feck 
the loss and possibly the rcal sense of 
cach of these days bring. 

As the paper mentioned a while 
back, it seems way back, ] am in the 
82nd Airborne Division. Our unit was 
the first to deploy, prepared for action, 
butinstead, we were totally unprepared 


for what followed, the boredom, the 
heat, sand, Mies , and unnerving sun 
with its glare. The mail comes sporadic 
at best. I wish to thank all the people 
who sent me cards, and the papor which 
gave me news from my adoptive 
hometown, to kcep me in my small 
town perspective, 

If nothing else, we do not dread the 
January 15th deadline, because for the 
first time we have a date that we can 
count down to. Before we sat for 
endless days with nothing more to 
look forward to but another day of the 
same. That isn’t to say that we do not 
fear war, we are all afraid in one sort or 
another. If not, we would not be 
soldiers. 

Toend,I wish to thank all the people

Adequate or Inadequate? 

Law enforcement means how the 
community, state or counuy keeps 
order, There are two kinds of law 
enforcement — Civil law settles 
conflicts between people and is done 
by Jawyers and courts, but is not done 
by the police. Criminal law covers 
things that are harmful to society like 
murder and robbery.

More 
means better. I always hear about 
murder in the big cities. Large cilies 
have more people and often less police 
protection because tax money needs 
to go for so many different things. 

Here in Grayling, when our police 
protection is down in the city, there are 
not enough men, so the one officer 
cannot be spared to sit outside of the 
middle schooi, at the end of the day, to 
prevent drug problems. Police officers 
can’t check all the vandalism calls, 
keep track of the speed limit through 
the city, block the streets for parades 
and soon. Some where some criminals 
slip through the cracks and go on to 
bigger or more serious crimes, This 
makes our crime rate go up. 

The Crawford County sheriff's 
department never seems to have 
enough officers. County wide these 
officers need to check car-deer 
accidents, auto accidents, enforce lake 
boating laws, patrol rivers, watch the 
kids, druggies and bars. There are 
never enough people in the Sheriff's 
department. 

In sparsely populated counties, law 
enforcement is inadequate because of 
who youknow. There are people who 
earn a specding ticket, but because of 
who they are or who they know, the 
officer turns his head, I believe this is 
known as a form of politics, but it is 
also inadequate law enforcement. 

There are so many people, all with 
their own ideas of right and wrong and 
notenough law enforcement people to 
control those with the wrong ideas. 
There just is not adequate law 
enforcement.

Soction 301.8 of the Michigan Sports 
Fishing Law (Act 16S, P.A. 1929) 
ciapowers the Director of the 
department of Natural Resources to 
“designate not more than 100 miles of 
rout streams wherein only such lures 
and baits as he describes may be used 
int fishing.” These designaied woul 
* Streams are the Quality Fishing Areas 
found mostly in Crawfurd, Oscoda, 
and Katkaska counties (over 60 miles 
in the duve counties). 


Much of this Quality Area is 
restricted Lode use of “any commonly 
accepted singlehook wet or dry fly, 
streamer or nymph without spinner, 
scoop, metal head or any other fishing 
lure or batt attached.” In other words, 
“tes only." 

The regulations speak only to the 


terminal gear and not to the type of = 


rod, rec! and casting methods used. 
There is no authority in the law to tell 
a fisherman be cannot use a spinning 
rod (o fish with a legal fly, streanier or 
nymph in the Quality Areas. 

To some, this situation appears to be 
a subversion of the spirit of the 
regulations. ‘To others, it allows them 
a chance to fish these waters without 
investing in more equipment. 

The Sport Fishing Law is being 
modemized at this ime. One of the 
proposals for change is to allow the 
Deparunent of Natural Resources to 
designate up to 200 miles of Quality 
Fishing Areas where only “lures, baits 
or fishing methods” prescribed may 
be used. This, presumably, would 
preclude the use of spinning or casting 
rods on flies only portions.

Enrollment Bren For 
Medicare Part B 


People who are cligible for Part B of 
Medicare, but who declined to take 
that coverage in the past, can sign up 
for it during the general open 
enrollment period which runs January 
J} through March 31. 

Part B is the medical insurance 
portion of Medicare which can help 
with doctor bills and outpatient and 
laboratory charges. Coverage begins 
in July for people who enroll during 
the general enrollment period. Their 
monthly premium may be higher than 
the basic premium of $29.90. 

People who have been covered by 
their employer health insurance pian 
while continuing to work past age 65, 
may be eligible for special Medicare 
enrollment rulcs, allowing them tosign 
up for Medicare when their 
employment temnates, or when their 
employer plan coverage stops. 

The Social Security Administration 
suggests that anyone who docs not 
have Part B of Medicare and is 
interested in enrolling, or is unsure 
wheiher he or she will have a special 
enrollment period when employer 
health plan coverage or ernployment 
ends, contact their Social Security 
office for more information. 

People who are already receiving
